The letter, it is said, in the 
heat of their passion, called for the capt of 
the two vessels to lead them, that they might 
capture the Pisarro and rescue the American 
prisoners. After muck azertion on the part of 
the two captains, the passengers became more 
calm, and it fivally settled down into « resolu- 
tion, that if s prisoner was shot while they were 
in port, they would take the city. And they 
could do it. A rumor getting afloat that the Fal 
con was to be searched before leaving Havans, 
the passengers on board of ber got their weapons 
and ammanition ready, and resolved to resist it. 
No attempt was made. 

The U. 8. Consul at Havana has addressed to 
the Cuban Government a note respecting the cap- 
tured vessels, but at the last dates ne reply had 
been received. 

The Falcon brings the same report in relation 
to a part of the expedition, 750 strong, beving 
landed at Trinidad, as we have already neticed,
